The organ of the government that 
has tiow on hand 300 tons, inon^ or 
less, of calcined cement which they in- 
tend to throw uitoii the market in Hie 
foa-m of Tooth, Powder, is pleased to say 
that T/ie Coloiuai reioiccs ami is px- 
ceoding glad because of the recent la- 
nientab!ej^,connagration at Esquimalt 
and the mishaps which have befallou 
ceiuent-hringlng ships between this port 
and London. Well, wo have not ox- 
pressed, satisfaction at those unto- 
ward evoftts; nor do wo hold the gov- 
ernment responsible for all the calam- 
ities that have ntteiulcd their niove- 
menfs^r^i ;. respect to drydock work. 
We have not said, nor do we beliuve, 
tliatthegovernmentcreated agreat wiiul 
to intercept the ships and render them 
UDseaworthy, neither ^aa it intimated 
that the government had leased a sec- 
tion of the:.- Atlantic Ocean and had 
jielted tho unlucky ships with wild 
.waves until they succumbed. We did 
not accuse a iiieuibcr of ihcgovcin- 
uicnt of ascending to the i oof of Ski. 
I.kck's Hotel aud applying a torch to 
the ;.liinglpH with the object of coiiauni- 
iiig a largo quantity of cpinoiit. Oiiargos- 
of llii.s nature would be altogrtiior too 
riiticnloiis for .serious coinineul. But 
in the face of all thcso iniKhaps is it 
too much to say that the government 
ar^ operating under an unlucky star 



anu •tjp.cf /thp evil de.stiny that has 
dogged .thKir footsteps from tho hour 
the reins were first put into their hands 
still attends them? So nuicli for un- 
avoidable calamities. Let us now speak 
of calaniilies that might have been 
avoided. Had tho chief corami-ssioner 
possesf.^'d an atom of business intelli- 
gence he would not have made the 
ruinoua bargain with Canada respect- 
ing tho drydock; he would not have 
packed the tenders for the drydock to 
Ottawa and made himself an object of 
suspicion and distrust to all contractors 
and workingmeu henceforth and for- 
ever. If he had possessed a grain of 
common sense ho would not have con- 
tracted to furnish all the cement neces- 
sary for the drydock before having as- 
certained-the quantity tliat would be re- 
quired; and hevvoutdnothaveiinperilled 
the; 8ubsidies.by allowing the site of the 
dock" ' to" bo shifted 43 feet 6 inches 
without first having secured the ap- 
proval of the Dominion and Imperial 
governments. Jjostly, had he been as 
prudent and watchful of the country's 
interests as he seeks to make tlie pcofilp 
believe, he would /lave in.o'ir'/ the co- 
luent stored in Sellkck's warpiiouso 
and preserved the province from a loss 
which it is ill able to besr. I'liese 
wQriB.all prevent-ablo calamities. The 
exercise of a little wise forethought 
and ordinary precaution would have 
rendered them impossible. They could 
not have occurred if the chief commis- 
sioner and tho other members of the gov 
crnment had discharged their duty. What 
saysihe „ prgati pn this head .' Casting 
asidetqWry o{hor consideration, comi)laint 
or grievance as unworthy of aovivAia at- 
tention—what has the wretched little 
thing to say about tho neglect of tho gov- 
ernment in leaving tho valuable cement 
which fire has reduced to Tooth 
Powder unprotected by insuriuico I Una 
it no word of condonimition to bestow 
upon tho government for permitting valu- 
able provincial property to go to ruin ; 
The columns of the organ are searched in 
vain for a word of comment thereon. In- 
deed, it has carefully concealed tho fact 
that any cement was stored ia the burned 
building. For the past few years it lias 
bcon the habit of tho organ to hold Tlie 
Culonixt up as an opponent of the dry- 
dock because this jotirnul has deprecated 
the policy under which the government 
hivo undertaken to aucure tho conatruc- 
tion of tho work. When attention was 
called to tlio impolicy of oD'uring to fur- 
niahtho cement, tlio cry, •'oi)po3cd to the 
dock," camo back. When tho premier 
waa condemned for bearing tho bids for 
tho dock toOttawa, thereaiionse was, "op- 
posed to tlie dock." Wlion it was [loint- 
ed out that the premier had niado a ruin- 
ous. bargain with Canada respecting dock 
construction tho parrotlike cry "opposed 
to the dock," was heard. On Sunday we 
condemned ' the' ' government for ne- 
glecting to insure the cement 
and "opposed to the dock" waa 
yesterday piped by the organ. - Tlie or- 
gan has got ita lesson well. It cannot de- 
fend ; thorcforo " it conceals. It cannot 
tell the truth witliout injuring thoao who 
keep tho breath in its attenu;itcd frame; 
therefore, it auppressea facta and bears 
false witness against its neighbor. It is 
the opinion of most people that the gov- 
ernment aro in a vice and that they arc 
about to have the life squeezed out of 
them, . ■ 

THE EMPTY CEMENT IS A REELS. 

One of tho most laughable circum- 
stances connected with tho cement blun- 
ders of tho local government is the way 
they manipulated tho barrel inter- 
eat. Aipprtion of tho original shipment 
of cemont was made in cxpennivo barrels, 
and tho cement duly entered and cleared 
at the customs. In a report to tiie leg- 
islature the present linance minister 



referred to tho LarreLs, and said tliat the 
expenaive ones had been ordered because, 
after bcint; emiitii'd I'l' ccuiciit, they 
could be utilized for oil. Tins statement 
did not escape the eye of iMr. II.vmlev, 
collector of customs. Ho deniaiulcd that ; 
the government should pay the customs i 
duty upoti^' thei'valuc oi the packages. ' 
Tlus Avas done, after some" demur, Within ' 
a few days the barrels have been ollered 
for sale by tender, and thelii^diest bill was 
some 30 cents apiece le.i.s tlian the duty 
that was pniil ii|-.nn ihem. The govern- 
uient, declining tiiis oiler, ha've created a ' 
corner in barrel.s, and are aii.xiously , 
awaiting a rise! '

On going there,wo took notice of two gen- 
tlemen whom wo did notjknow. They 
were arm-iii ariii, aiiparently talking very 
pleasantly.

Ho just gave his last lireatli into iny face 
and blood oozed up from his neck. By 
this time two of the Royal Iri.-ih Consta- 
buhu'y arrived. I told them what I had 
up to that time Keen. .-V gentleman in a 
ti'.-qi came dashing up tho road. 1 stopped 
him and told him, and one of the Consta- 
bulary, wliu gut into tho trap, and the 
gentleman galloped his horse to the Castle 
and informed the police there. He re- 
turned tilonc. Another man and more 
police soon afterwards arrived. Maguiro 
then camo upon his m.acliino with an out- 
side ear .and police from town on it. By 
thi.s linio word had reached the \'ice-Pe- 
gal Lodge, and Colonel Furster came over, 
followed by Colonel (iaulfield.

So much other business of vital 
inriiurtance was transacted that it was six 
in the murning befure tho Premier retir- 
ed. He was up again al nine. The Mi- 
nisters found the Premier almost crushed 
by the blow, but on the alert to meet the 
Crisis. He listened to their suggestions 
idmost silently, and made few comments, 
altliough lie penciled occasional notoa.

Oanadias Sentiment Opposed to His 
Oomin?. 

(.Toronto Worlil.) 

A dispatch from Victoria, British Col- 
umbia, says that tho Chinese are pouring 
-in there at tho rale of 700 a week. This 
if a serious matter, but ne.xt to the sonti- 
i.aental and the mistaken religious view, 
tho comic view of tho Chinese invasion is 
what seems to prevail in Canada. Wo 
talk about the "Heathen Chinee," "John 
Chinaman," Sam Ling and his everlasting 
"waslico, washee," and think it all a 
good joke, something to laugh at "most 
consuniedly." Tomaket.he matter worse, 
the burden of presenting tho_ Chinese 
question before parliament is laid before 
Mr. Bunster; and overj-body seems to 
think it his boumlcn duty to laugh at 
•verything that Mr. Bunater aay«. Wo 
m.ay laugh now, but the serious and sor- 
row'ful iiart of the business will come after- 
wards. The estimate has been made tlr.it 
some 0,000 Chinese will arrive in the Pa- 
cific province iltiiingthe coming summer; 
but present probabilities are that this will 
be greatly exceeded. There are two cir- 
cumstances that will tend to send tho 
Chinese in upon British Columbia like a 
flood. One is the building of tho Pacific 
slope section of our grcit railway, with 
regard to wliicli it may bo said that there 
is not sullicient labor on tho spot, and 
that without Cliiiieso labor tho building of 
the road will be slow and long delayed. 
As to the employment of Chinese for this 
express purpose, if onoiigh men for the 
work cannot olliei wise bo found, there 
might not lie miicli objection to it, if only 
it were secured that when tho work is 
done they should take their departure. 
But We have no statesmen sufilciently im- 
pressed with the magnitude of the coming 
cal;imity tu insist upon this, and no such 
precaution will be taken, The building 
of the railway will bring many thousands 
of Chinese in upon Canadian .soil, and once 
ihcy come they will not go. Meanwhile 
our assembled wisdom looks on, and no 
man of m.ark on either side thinks it 
worth while to invite the attention of (he 
house to the fact that an iiitliix of Chi- 
nese al the rate uf 700 a week lias .•ictual- 
ly commenced. 

The second circuiiistaiii'e referred to as 
promoting the invtision of the Pacific 
provinces by Chinese is more important 
still, and is likely lo he of more dur.ablo 
iiifitienee. Proaidenl Arthur vetoed the 
anti-Cliitieso bill with probibitioii for 
twenty years, but another bill, with the 
term cut down to ten years, will shortly 
come before liuii. WiW he veto that, 
too ( Wo think not; in fact, tho general 
belief over the border is that .ho will not 
dare to try any such bold defiiince of the 
popular fooling as a second vnto, .md this 
timo of a ten years bill only, would 
amount to. Now, it may be said, let the 
.•\inericaiis pass as many aiili-Cliiiiese bills 
as they please, it is none of our business; 
who cares? The roidy must be that this 
don't-care view of the matter is a profound 
mistake, and that in passing such bills our 
neighbors are logishiling not merely for 
themselves, but also for Canada and Aus- 
tralia. Shut the Chinese out of Califor- 
nia, and the vast liumnn tide will bo 
turned in upon British Columbia and the 
.Australian colonies. Meantime, through 
the prevalence of" mawkish, silly senti- 
mentaUty on the subject of Chinese im- 
migration, tho hands of our strong men 
are tied, and our most eloquent tongues 
are silenced into saying nothing ;igains( 
the tremendous mistake wo are making, 
while some extol it as a grand example of 
the brotherhood of man. From tiie pul- 
pit and from tho tea tablo, in great part, 
we have taken on a weak and entirely 
false view of Christian duty; a view not 
merely unwarranted by scripture, but op- 
posed to tlio whole spirit of scripture 
teaching. And bitterly will our po.4tcrity 
suffer for it if we do not in time quit otir- 
selves of Die delusion.

A Orlclsot Scandal. 

Letters wore, it is stated, received in 
Nottinghamshire and Yorkshire by the 
last Australian mail describing a scandal 
which had taken place in Australia in 
connection with the visit of tho English 
cricketers.

The Sheffield "Indopondont" has the fd-

that ho declined, and 'rounded' to Slukw 
and Shrewsbury, the m.anagers of the 
team, and that thereupon a 'battle royal' 
took pkace, in which player number three 
got badly knocked about. It is said that 
Shaw and .Slircwsbary intend reportimj 
the affair to tho ISIarj'lobono Club and 
tho Yorks and Notts County Cricket com- 
mittee. There are no two more popular 
cricketers in the country than the chief 
actors in tho drama, and it is only because 
tiie rumors arc being everywhere talked 
about that wo mention the matter at all. 
It is to be hoped the men will be afforded 
a chance of refuting the charges on their 
arrival in this country."

The following letter was sont lo the 
Rod, a prominent Church of England 
paper. 

".Silt: Permit me to roidy to the letter 
of "Ed. Fysli," in your issue of a few 
weeks ago, in which ho inquires about tho 
orders of the Free Church of England. I 
have been at some trouble to examine 
their validity, and should htive replied 
sooner, but could not readily obtain 
the iiejcsstuy materi.ils. I make no ob- 
servations on the Apostolical Succes- 
sion question, but coiilino myself lo 
that of Epscopal orders. Tho whole issue 
turns on two questions: First, has the 
Protestant Episcopal Church in America 
true Episcoptd orders! Secondly, were 
the Episcopal acts of David Cumins, D. D., 
after his deposition, null and void! That 
is, did ho cease lo bo a Bishop! David 
Cumins was a Bishop of lliis Church; 
ho seceded, and founded tho Kcformed 
Episcopal Church, to which ho consecrat- 
ed Bisliops, which Bishops consecrated the 
Rev. Edward Cridge, who, being Bishop, 
visited England, and consecrated two 
gentlemen to bo Bishops of the Free Church 
of England. Upon the first question 
there will bo, I presume; no difl'erenco of 
opinion omong all sections of the Church. 
The claim of tho Protestant Episcopal 
Church of America to tho Episcopacy of 
the Church of England is an acknowledg- 
ed fact, and dates from February 4th, 1787, 
when the then Archbishop of Canterbury, 
with other Bishops, consecrated i\Iossrs. 
White and Provoorst Bisliop.s of the Epis- 
cop.al Church southof Connecticut. Then 
on September lOtli, 1790, Jaines Madison 
was consecrated by tho English Bishops 
to be Bishop of Virginia, 'fhis, then, is 
tho source from which tho Protestant 
Episcop.al Church received its Episcopacy, 
viz., .from Canterbury, and this is the 
ground on which the American Bishops 
who visit England are recognised ..by our 
clergy and preach in our Churches, as the 
late Bisl'.op Mcllvaino and otliors have 
occasionally done. But the second ques- 
tion is, did Dr. Cumins eoaso to be Bi- 
shop; and after he was deposed were his 
acts of consecration null and void, as the 
Protestant Episcopal Church aflirms? 
Now, this is a very serious tiuestion for 
tho' Bishops of tho Church of England at 
homo and in the colonics, for it strikes at 
the voiy root of tho validity of their orders. 
Homo had deposed those Bishops through 
whom tho Church of England obtained its 
Episcopacy, and this M Uome's reason for 
refusing to reoognizo tho validity of Pro- 
testant orders. 

So that if the Archbishop of Canterbury 
desired to enter the Priesthood of the 
llomish Ciiurch he would have to be 
rcordained. The Protestant Episcopal 
Church must be careful how it puts forth 
such an objection, for it is only a second- 
hand one, boriuwcd from Rome, and ope- 
rates against her own ortlers. If deposed 
liisliops cannot confer orders, - where" aro 
tho orders of our own Bishops? Sinco 
writing tho above, I find that Bishop 
Cumins w.as not deposed before ho had 
consecrated Bishop Chonoy. According 
to tlio Canons of tho Protestant Episcopal 
Q!l\tivch, all mi.ntstets are deposed- six
